Pariſhes, ſhall (notwithſtanding their ſaid Oaths, and that their faith- 


ful diſcharging of them is the chief Means whereby publick Sins and 
Offences may be reformed and puniſhed) wittingly and willingly, de- 
ſperately and irreligiouſly, incur the horrible Crime of Perjury; either 
in neglecting or in refuſing to preſent ſuch of the ſaid Enormities and 


publick Offences, as they know themſelyes to be committed in their 


{aid Pariſhes, or are notoriouſly offenſive to the Congregation there; 
although they be urged by ſome of their Neighbours, or by their Mi- 


niſter, or by their Ordinary himſelf, to diſcharge their Conſciences by 


. preſenting them, and not to incur ſo deſperately the ſaid horrible Sin 
of Perjury.

And like- 
wiſe for any godly diſpoſed Perſon, or for any Eccleſiaſtical Judge, 
upon Knowledge or Notice given unto him or them, of any enormous

Sin, to preſent the ſame, if they ſhall find ſufficient Cauſe to induce 


them thereunto, that it may be in due time puniſhed and reformed.
